liberally. Supplies of food, drink- 
irg water, clothing and medicines 
were poured into the stricken areas.

Hitler Denounces “War } 
Guilt” Treaty Clause 
HANCELLOR HITLER, as was 
expected, stirred up a lot of de- 
bate by his speech on the fourth an- 
niversary of his assumption of full 
power over Germany. With dra- 
matic. emphasis he denounced two 
more clauses of the Versailles 
treaty, those dealing with war guilt, 
the Reichsbank and the railroads. 
Of the former he said: 
“J hereby solemnly withdraw the 


German signature from that declar- 
ation forced upon a weak govern- 
ment against its better knowledge— 
the declaration to the effect that 
Germany was guilty of starting the 
World war.” Prin 
Concerning the latter he declared 
that hereafter the Rei ank .and 
the German railways free from 


obligations imposed upon them by |' 


the peace treaty and are restored 
to the complete sovereignty of the, 
German government. ae 
The fuehrer reiterated Germany’s 
demand for eventual return of her 
colonies; and offered co-operation 
with other. nations for peace and 
economic development. But ‘he re- 
peated his determination not to deal 
with soviet RusSia, and he also left 
Czechoslovakia and Lithuania out of 
the list of nations with which he was 
willing to make agreements. He 
promised Belgium and Holland their 
territory ‘would not be violated, and 
said there are ‘‘no humanly con- 
ceivable points of dispute between 
France and Germany.” 
Foreign Minister Delbos . of 
France, commenting on the speech, 
was not Hopeful that Hitler’s at- 
titude would make European dis- 
armament an easy task. He said, 
too, that soviet Russia must not be 
excluded from the “international 
community.” 
Japan Army Supports

ENERAL UGAKI-having aban-

Dropped by Wallace 
Aaa Scarcity of farm 
products is abandoned as a pol- 
icy for the time being by Secretary 
of Agriculture Wallace. He said in 
Washington that the two drouth 
years of 1934 and 1936 have brought 
more thought on farm production by 
consumers and farmers than ever 
| before. While a year or two of nor- 
mal weather would tumble wheat 
prices, if full acreage is planted, the 
time has come for a lifting of the 
restrictions, he said. 
'““In the year immediately ahead, 
I feel that farmers should think 
primarily of their duty to consum- 
ers,” Wallace said. “I think that in 
the coming year it is wise for us 
to produce as much as we can. We 
should, of course, divert a certain 
amount of corn and cotton acreage 
.to soil conserving crops, because 
that will make for greater long time 
productivity of our farm land. 
“But for the most part, let’s fill 
up the storage bins this year.

PATCHING CONCRETE 

) es BUILDING a concrete walk, an 

apron for a garage, or any sim- 
ilar surface, a good foundation 
should be provided, with drainage 
to cerry off water. Without drain- 
age, water that collects underneath 
will freeze, and the expansion will 
crack the concrete. In the case of 
steps and other masses of concrete 
water that enters any slight crack 
will, in freezing, make the crack 
worse. 

Cracked concrete can be success- 
fully patched although the job must 
be carefully done. Spreading new 
cancrete over a crack is of little 
use, for it will quickly scale off. 
For permanence, the patch should 
be forced into the crack. A crack 
should be prepared for patching by 
being widened. The groove that is 


than it is on the surface, so that in 
hardening, the patch will lock itself 
into place. The tools to use for wid- 
ening a crack are a cold chisel and 
a hammer. A groove should be at 
least an inch deep, and deeper in 
larger masses of concrete. It should 
be at least a quarter-inch wide at 
the surface.

textured: to ‘match the -surrounding 
concrete. When the patch hard- 
ens, it should be sprinkled at fre- 
quent intervals. Concrete does not 
harden by drying out, but by a 
chemical change called curing. Cur-. 
ing requires water; for final hard. 
ness and density the patch should 
be kept wet for three or four days. 
One simple method is to cover, it 
with wet sand; keeping the sand 


Some cracks can be closed with 
roofing cement; for instance, an 
open joint that may develop between 
a concrete walk and a’ foundation 
wall. This crack should also be 
widened. The easiest way to apply 
the roofing cement is to melt it by 
heating and to pour it in.
